“Some­ 
times we came near the showers 
set up by the army, and had a 
chance to clean up. Mostly we 
kept the dirt on us to help keep 
out the cold.” After 13 days at 
sea, the transport Elroy Eltinge 
docked at Seattle May 5, and bv 
noon of the next day all 1500 
boys were processed and enroute 
to their homes. 
THEIR SEATTLE welcome was 
hearty, with salutes and pretty 
girls tossing roses at the boys as 
they disembarked. Arrangements

Schaumburg cast deciding vote that made 
Russe a county commissioner 50 years ago 


Reminiscences of Commission­ 
er William Busse turn this week 
to his arrival in Mt. 
Prospect, 
his efforts to assist in its de­ 
velopment and the 
part that 
Schaumburg paid in deciding his 
political future. The Germans of 
that township were certain they 
preferred a good German on the 
county board to an Englishman 
from Palatine. 
Going back to 1885, his dad, 
Louis Busse, wanted his son to 
help him in handling his affairs 
so he built for his son the house 
that is now owned by August 
Busse. 
WILLIAM HAD married that 
year and remained with his fa­ 
ther two years, when he pur­ 
chased a 160 acre farm at Route 
58 and Busse roads. 
He was 
.farming his own land when the 
offer of deputy sheriff was made 
to him with the assurance that 
it was an easy job that would 
not require more 
than 
three 
days a week. 
Instead, the new sheriff, James 
H. Gilbert, issued orders 
that 
every deputy sheriff must be at 
his desk every morning. 
That 
order put an end to farming for 
William. 
In 1894 Busse erected 
in Mt. Prospect its fourth house 
on the present site of the Meeske 
store. The three others were the 
Moehling, 
Meyn 
and 
Wille 
homes. 
Mt. Prospect had its beginning 
on paper in 1874, when a Mr. 
Eggelston plated the town, ac­ 
quiring land from the two Irish 
owners, 
Messrs. 
Rooney 
and 
Burk. 
The line between these 
two farms is today the boundary 
line between the Meeske store 
property and the commissioner’s 
residence. 
Eggelston prevailed upon the 
North Western railroad to make a 
station stop for the new 
town 
that was at that time all in pros­ 
pect, and remained so for many 
years. 
An Arlington Heights man had 
previously opened a blacksmith 
shop, but gave it up and moved 
his building to Arlington. 
The 
Moehhngs 
started 
a 
business 
which included, during the years, 
flour, feed, grocery and farm im­ 
plements store. 
Mr. Fimbach and John Meyn 
opened blacksmith shops, 
and 
about 1880 William Wille, father 
of Albert Wille, built a cream­ 
ery. 
William’s father, Louis, sold his 
creamery to Jacob Sigwalt and 
came to Mt. Prospect in 1897, 
building a store on present loca­ 
tion of the postoffice. 
DEPUTY SHERIFF

was traveling over the northwest 
part cf Cook county in a horse 
and buggy, serving writs and as 
deputy was one of those called 
upon to protect

Corn yields vary 


little between 
two plantings 


Early planting of com 
gives 
somewhat higher yield*, but the 
difference 
in 
yields 
between 
early and mid-season planting is 
not great. 
G. H. Dungan, University 
of 
Illinois agronomist, 
says 
corn 
planted on May 25 last year 
urbana averaged 112 bushels an 
acre, almost the same M corn 
planted earlier. The big advan­ 
tage of mid-season planting 
about May 20-2J—is to cut down 
damage from cora borers. 
Here are t^e average yields for 
Illinois 1091A, a short-season hy­ 
brid, U. S. 13, a mid-season corn, 
and Illinois 784, a fuU-season hy­ 
brid, at Urbana on various plant- 
ing dates last year. 
THE AVERAGE for all three 
hybrids for the May 3 planting 
was 121 bushels; for May 11—11° 
bushels; May 17-111 
bushels; 
May 25—112 bushels; June 2— 
102 bushels; and June 12 — 81 
bushels. 
This was the first time during 
several years of this test that the 
yield from the earliest planting 
was distinctly higher than later 
plantings. 
Dungan says if you’re forced 
to plant corn later—after May 
25—because of a 
late 
spring, 
you’d be wise to plant an early- 
maturing hybrid. 
According to 
1950 field tests, yield is likely to 
be higher and maturity of the 
grain is almost sure to be better. 
Reasons for early planting are 
that stalks stand 
better 
than 
those from late plantings because 
early-planted com does not grow 
so 
tall 
as 
late-planted 
corn. 
Moisture content is likely to be 
lower at harvest time, and early 
plantings show more resistance to 
stalk-breaking._________ 


Soil conservation 


means more money 


It pays off in cold cash to fol­ 
low a complete soil conservation 
farm plan in Illinois. 
This has been proved beyond 
a doubt by 15 years of research 
on the costs anR returns from 
soil conservation. 
E. L. Sauer, federal soils econ­ 
omist at the illinois College of 
Agriculture, said that a complete 
soil conservation farm plan in 
northeastern Illinois meant 
an 
extra 88.27 an acre. That was the 
additional average yearly income 
earned in 1945-47 by 40 farms on 
slowly draining soils 
over 
40 
similar farms without conserva­ 
tion plans. 
FOR A 200-ACRE FARM, that 
$3.27 bonus per acre would a- 
mount to just over $1,650 each 
year. 
Sauer adds that it cost an av­ 
erage of $34.12 an acre to put 
complete soil conservation plans 
into effect on these northeastern 
Illinois trams. But the average 
increase in returns—that 
extra 
$8.27 an acre—would have paid 
the cost of the program in a lit­ 
tle more than four ye ars.

Enough meat is wasted each 
year during marketing of live­ 
stock to feed a city of over one 
million people for a year. 
And 
most of the 
158-million-pound 
loaa for 1949 could have been 
prevented. 
This blast came from W. J. 
Wilis, livestock specialist in the 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 
Wills says that farmers, truck­ 
er*, railroads and packers were 
all jointly responsible for 
the 
1949 loss of about $92 million. 
The 
158-million-pound 
loss 
figure comes from the National 
Livestock Loss Prevention Board. 
And the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture says each person eats 
about 150 pounds of 
meat 
a 
year. 
A little arithmetic pro­ 
duces the statement that enough 
meat was wasted in 1949 to feed 
a city of over one million peo­ 
ple. 
Among th* causes of the loss 
were deaths and crippling during 
shipment, bruises, necessary con­ 
demnations by packers, trim a- 
round grub holes and damage to 
hides.

Slate farm men to tell 
Harry views on controls 


Charles B. Shuman, Sullivan, 
president of the Illinois Agri­ 
cultural Association, and Carl M. 
Johnson, DeKalb, president of 
the Illinois Livestock Producers 
Association, attended a meeting 
May 7 in Washington with mem­ 
bers of the senate and house ag­ 
ricultural committees to discuss 
price controls. 
The 
Producers 
Association is an affiliate of the 
Illinois Agricultural Association 
and is the co-ordinating agency 
for 
all 
cooperative 
livestock 
marketing in Illinois. 
All segments of the meat in­ 
dustry were represented at the 
Washington meeting. 
It is ex­ 
pected that Congressmen will be 
asked to terminate price controls 
at the termination of the defense 
production act June 30. 
Johnson said that 
producers 
are demanding an end to price 
controls as the only “logical way 
to secure greater meat produc­ 
tion.” 
, 
Johnson said that the Produc­ 
ers Association is solidly behind 
the Farm Bureau in seeking an 
end to price controls. 
He cited 
five reasons for such termina­ 
tion: 
I. price controls on live­ 
stock reduce the amount of meat 
for consumers; 2. price controls 
on livestock 
encourage

markets; 3. valuable by-products 
are lost when livestock are sold 
on the black market; 4. price 
controls on livestock lead to fur­

objective the protecting of lands 
from overflow and which 
con­ 
structs levees or pumping plants 
may include any lands benefited. 
Part or all of such lands may be 
in other districts and may still 
be included if the districts they 
are in do not have levees 
or 
pumping plants. 
LAND MAY BE detached from 
a district when such lands are 
contiguous to the district 
and 
“have never been, are not and 
cannot be benefited by the sys­ 
tem of drainage carried on.” The 
steps in making the disconnec­ 
tion are: (a) The commissioners 
petition the county court 
(the 
petition must describe the land, 
stating that it is not benefited 
and that it would be in the best 
interest of the district or of the 
owner that the land be discon­ 
nected; also a map and a certi­ 
fied list of non-resident landown­ 
ers must be filed with the peti­ 
tion). (b) The clerk of the court 
gives potice of a hearing, 
(c) 
The court holds the hearing, (d) 
The court finds for or against 
the petition 
for 
disconnection, 
(e) If the court finds for dis­ 
connection, it enters an 
order 
and a decree of disconnection. 


There is another law providing 
that when the voting power in a 
district is not in the hands of 
bona fide farmers 
because 
of 
many small ownerships, the own­ 
ers of three-fourths of the farm 
land may petition for reorganiza­ 
tion of the district, leaving the 
land in a city, town, or village 
out of it 
A hearing must be 
held before the county judge, the 
I indebtedness divided, and other 
steps taken to perfect the 
re­ 
organization. 


Rack of hay In pasture 
helps prevent bloat 


One of the best w ays to handle 
the bloat problem is to give your 
dairy cows some dry roughage 
in a rack out in the pasture. It 
should be located near the wat­ 
ering or resting place, says Farm 
Adviser Carl F. Mees. 


Besides helping 
to 
prevent 
bloat, this is a good way to use 
up old hay that is low in feeding 
value. 
Here are three other tips on 
preventing bloat: 
Be sure the 
pasture is dry before 
turning 
cows out to graze, give them a 
good fill of hay or other feed be­ 
fore they are first turned onto 
pasture, and watch them 
care­ 
fully to detect any cases of bloat 
before the condition becomes ser­

You know how a burglar pass 
es up tin-plate to get sterling 
silver. 
Well, milk fever is 
the 
same way. 
This disease 
shuns 
common dairy cows and 
picks 
only on profitable high produc 
ers. 
Dr* Rey D. Hatch, University 
of Illinois College of Veterinary 
Medicine, says there is 
almost 
never any “halfway” 
in 
milk 
fever. 
Unless 
it 
is 
treated 
promptly, it usually kills affected 
cows within 48 hours after it 
I strikes. 
Milk fever usually follows 
a 
fairly definite pattern. It seldom 
appears in first-calf heifers; it 
usually shows up within a day 
• or two and nearly always within 
a week after calving; and a cow 
that has it once often repeats 
each time she calves. 
A COW with milk fever stag- 
Brs and cannot stand steady. 
en she goes down and turns 
her head to one side in the posi­ 
tion characteristic of milk fever. 
Often an untreated cow turns 
her head so far that gas cannot 
escape from the rumen, and she 
dies of bloat. 
Fortunately, says Dr. 
Hatch, 
prompt treatment is highly ef­ 
fective. 
Calcium gluconate 
or 
, some other calcium is added to 
j the blood stream to replace the 
.calcium drained from the blood 
by the sudden starting of milk 
production. 
Cows sometimes re­ 
spond so quickly that they will 
; get up on their feet before treat­ 
ment is finished. 
After the cow is treated, don’t 
milk her out completely for 
a 
few days. 
Milk her just enough 
to relieve the pressure. 
She’s 
not so likely to deplete her sup­ 
ply of calcium in the blood if 
her production of milk is slowed 
down.

The harvest season will find more than 650,000 combines harvesting a w ide variety of field eropa 
throughout the U nitod^States. Much of the progress made in reducing man-houra required to grow an 
acre of wheat from 57.7 ho11.1-8 in 1830 to less than 6 hours today can be credited to the modem combine. 
Each of the steps in com bining l?rain is illustrated in the above diagram of the Dearborn-Wood Bros. 
Combine, prepared by Dearborn Motors. The combine reel (A) pushes the standing grain against the 
cutter bar (B). The crop is earned by the moving canvas (C) to a rapidly revolving cylinder (D) which 
flails the grain again st the Concave bars (E), and threshes the grain from the straw. Threshed grain is 
delivered to the grain pan (F). Straw and chaff are ‘Svalked” out the rear on an agitating straw rack 
(G). A constant stream o f air from fan (H) blows dirt and chaff out of grain. The clean grain auger (I) 
delivers clean grain to gram tank or to the bagger.

“Too much confusing informs 
tion from too many sources” — 
that’s the 
reason 
poultrymen 
often don’t know how to fight j 
Newcastle disease. 
So says Dr. J. O. Alberts in 
the University of Illinois College 
of Veterinary Medicine. He be- j 
lieves this confusion is costing 
poultrymen billions 
of 
dollars 
each year. 
Already this disease 
is competing with pullorum for 
the title of number one enemy 
of poultry. 
. . 
Although it was not definitely 
identified in this country 
until 
1944, 
Newcastle 
disease 
has 
spread rapidly to all 48 states. 
It attacks birds of all ages and 
cuts egg production seriously. 
All facts should be considered 
in controlling an 
outbreak 
of, 
Newcastle disease. 
Since there 
are three kinds of vaccine on 
the market, each designed to do 
a different job, there is no ans-1 
wer that is right in all cases. 
Then, too, Dr. Alberts believes 
vaccination is not the whole ans­ 
wer to wiping out Newcastle dis­ 
ease. 
Unless good management 
is used also, vaccination 
often 
fails to control the disease. 
For information on how 
to 
deal w ith 
Newcastle 
disease, 
write the College of Veterinary 


Medicine, Urbana, or see a vet­ 
erinarian 
who 
specializes 
in 
poultry. 
Poultry raisers, aided by vet­ 
erinarians, can control Newcastle 
disease. 
But 
the 
poultryman 
who is careless or negligent, or 
who lacks knowledge about the 
disease, may unknowingly help 
it to spread.

in Washington, D. C. by

people who grow, process,

sell meat. 
Included in the IllinoU delega­ 
tion at the meeting were Charles 
B. Shuman, 
president, 
Illinois 
Agricultural Association; Carl M. 
Johnson, president, IllinoU Live­ 
stock Producers’ Association: and 
Theodore Funk, vice president, 
National 
Livestock 
Producers’ 
Association, Bloomington. 
Johnson, DeKalb county farm ­ 
er, after the meeting said, ‘‘There 
should not be a strike on the 
part of feeders to fight the price 
rollback order. 
However, 
the 
pubhc should know that if the 
corn belt cattle feeder does not 
make a profit, he is not going to 
stay in business.” 
Loren 
C. 
Bamert, 
president, 
American National 
Cattleman’s 
association and a California cat­ 
tleman, caUed for an attack upon 
the basic cause of inflation rath­ 
er than the 
symptoms. 
“You 
can’t have 
cheap 
dollars 
and 
cheap meat.” 
THE GROUP sounded a w arn­ 
ing that its three-part program 
is imperiled by price 
controls 
and other administration policies 
whose chief fault, they say, is 
that they fail to attack the cause 
of inflation, discourage produc­ 
tion, tie the distribution system 
in knots and create black markets. 
The proposed

upon farmers to increase produc­ 
tion of feed grains and livestock 
producers to boost animal out­ 
put.

Third­ 
ly, it calls upon Congress and 
the administration to attack the 
causes of inflation through adop­ 
tion of sound monetary and fis­ 
cal policies.

administration need to do these 
five things: 
1. Restrict expansion of money 
supply.

4. Limit consumer credit. 
5. Encourage individual 
sav­ 
ings.

There have been bills intro­ 
duced in the current session of 
the Illinois General Assembly to 
create at least 29 separate com­ 
missions and authorities, aggre­ 
gating over $850,000. 
Many of these won’t pass . . . 
but probably too many of them 
will. 
Some have been continued ses­ 
sion after session. 
The best of 
the Commissions, from the tax­ 
payers’ point of vitw, is a com­ 
mission of long standing, 
the 
Public Employee Pension Laws 
Commission. 
There are already 
60 pension bills before the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, not counting du­ 
plicates, affecting many differ­ 
ent 
public 
employee 
pension 
funds, 
'the Pension Laws Com­ 
mission, through its actuary, an­ 
alyzes each bill and advises the 
General Assembly whether 
the 
bill is consistent with sound pol­ 
icy. 
A new commission proposal to 
study State agencies and services 
to find out what ones possibly 
can be eliminated offers promise 
for taxpayers. Another one pro­ 
poses to keep continuing legis­ 
lative scrutiny for the next two 
years over all State construction 
jobs. 
Bills have also been introduc­ 
ed so far to increase salaries of 
at least 23 different classifica­ 
tions of State and local govern­ 
ment employees and 
officials. 
Ability of the State and local 
governments to pay is involved 
in these. 
Tile Taxpayers’ Fed­ 
eration of Illinois is against any 
bill that compels a local govern­ 
ment to spend money unless the 
General Assembly at the same 
time provides the 
where-with- 
ail to pay the bill. 
Salary in­ 
creases should be permissive, left 
to local governments to decide. 
Pubic employees and 
officials 
also have advantages that those 
privately employed don't have— 
very liberal pensions (for judges, 
for instance), liberal vacations, 
job security, 
cumulative 
sick 
leave, etc. 
Are they to have 
these advantages—and better pay 
than those in private 
employ­ 
ment too? 
This is particularly 
true in lower levels of public 
employment. 
S. B. 261, already passed by 
the Senate, 
increases 
pay 
to 
members of the General Assem­ 
bly from $3000 to $5000. Probab­ 
ly contrary to expectations, 
the 
Taxpayers’ 
Federation believes 
this is a good bill, because 
of 
first hand 
knowledge 
of 
the 
work and headaches 
involved, 
not only during the session but 
between sessions as well. 
The General 
Assembly 
has 
been criticized for slowness, be­ 
cause the House has passed only 
135 bills compared to 230 at this 
time in the 1949 session and .he
